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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 34-39, 43, 64-65, 74 and 1 13-128 are pending. 

2. The objection to claim 37 has been obviated by the claim amendment filed April 30, 2010. 

3. The objection to the disclosure has been obviated by the amendment filed April 30, 2010. 

4. The written description rejection of claims 34-39, 43, 64-65 and 74 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first 
paragraph, has been obviated by the claims amendment filed April 30, 2010. 

5. The rejection of claim 64 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention has been obviated by the claim amendment filed April 30, 2010. 

6. The rejection of claims 34-39, 64-65 and 74 under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by 
Francisco et al (Blood 102(4): 1458-1465, August 2003, PTO 1449) as evidenced by Sears et al 
(Proc Natl Sci USA 72(1): 353-357, January 1975; PTO 892) has been obviated by the claim 
amendment filed April 30, 2010. 

7. The rejection of claims 34-39 and 74 under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Doronina et 
al (Nature Biotechnology 21(7): 778-941, July 2003, PTO 892) as evidenced by Sears et al (Proc 
Nat Acad USA 72(1): 353-357, January 1975, PTO 892) has been obviated by the claim 
amendment filed April 30, 2010.
